"What do I mean by the "deer ponT 
Nothing more nor lesa than the Ladies' 
Gallery in tho British House of Com-, 
nsous, which is a djsgrace to the nijie-, 
teentii century, yet into which it'; is 
more difficult - to penetrate than into 
Buckingham Palaces Admiasion c(i^ 
only bo obtainetl from members, wfioi 
ballot for .leats seven days in advance. 
As the re are 567 members the struggle 
for seats is animated. Time was when 
^women had equal rights witiji men in 
Yisitin^ UiolCqmmpns. As far back as 
^"B.^^^^sox^^OM Str'angora' 
.Q'wlefy-—a'p"rivil6ge 'they enjoyed until 
^Fela'uarj',' 1778, when a groat debate 
took place on tho state of tho nation. 
The Duchess of Devonshire, Lady Nor- 
ton, and other grandea damea not only 
occupied the seats ordinarily assigned 
to them, but took possession T.of'.i^tho80 
under the'.^ljqnt 'gallery.. According to 
Gh'er/'a Debates, & /C&Tpt ^ Johnstone of 
the Navy, angered that the Houso 
should havo been cleared of male 
strangers, among whom were friends he 
ha^; introduced,' insisted upqii thq.'with 
drawal of all strangers.

Fatal Accident at Yale.

Many improvements aro going on in 
Yale and numerous buildings are being 
erected on the "burnt district." Messrs. 
Douglas & Deighton have a new building 
of fair proportions' nearly ready for oc- 
cupancy upon their lot, where, no doubt, 
tho post office will bo removed from its 
tomporaiy quartera ih;;the exprora office, 
Messrs. Btrcct & Gannot have exhibited 
recuperative energy by spreading tho size 
of their building for tho "Yale Restaur- 
ant." Next lot west is being utilized by 
Mcssw. J. G. DeBock and Fraaor York 
in erecting a new hotel probably taking 
tho license of tho old "Oriental Hotel." 
Tho adjoining location was the fii-st erect- 
ed after the fire, by Mr. McPlieo, dealer 
in butter, &c. ; tho fire had hardly melted 
tho old stock on hand when tho use of 
telegraph and steam had a now supply on 
tlio way, and thus "a corner on but- 
ter" was checked. Mr. U. Nelson will soon 
bo pushing ahead his now stand upon the 
old apot and we l(»jnihia iiei[ stock will 
soon arrive. Mr.' J; Ward nas" rebuilt 
corner of Douglas and Albert streets 
where ho again resides as for many years 
past. Mr. Frank Grotty is building a 
dwelling house for Mr. Georgo Eevott, 
DougliLS street, near Albert street. Also 
a barn for Barnard, corner east of stage 
stables. Driving shed opposite for livery 
stable. • , 

Messrs. Ondordonk & Co.'s new build- 
ing for ofTico purposes is located at west 
end of Front street, rear of engineers' 
house; it is isolated and comparativel}' 
free from risk of destruction by fire; one 
story high with hippod cantler roof, over- 
hanging all around the building. >Vhole 
building 72x36; general office 3Gx20 and 
others divisioned ofT to suit convonionco. 
Railway company warehouse, now build- 
ing near Yale Creek, is to bo 90x36; to 
bo skeleton frame, covered with galvanic, 
od iron and easily, taken' down for remov- 
al when doomed necessary. 

Tho railway company are 'now con- 
structed, under charge of Mr. Tilton wo 
think, a flumo at Yalo Creek; it is 14 in- 
ches in width at tlio bottom, four inches 
nioro at tlio top; height 14 inches; tho 
flume will bo nearly a mile long and upper 
end will roach an elevation of about 300 
feet. It is calculated the rush of water 
will soon convoy the timbs^ 'placed in it 
to thelowcr end at the bridge whore it 
will bo removed by cars to where wanted 
along tho line. Tho quantity of ths tim- 
ber up tho Creek is said to be largo and 
riiiality of a superior kind. 

Excavations of approach to Tunnel No. 
0, above thoauspension bridge, onMr. Tay- 
ner's division, U: being carried on by hy- 
di-aulicing out the earth and boulders in- 
stead of removing them by tho slow and 
laborious process of wheeling. In this 
fliune ritUos have been placed for the pur- 
pose of saving tho auriferous metal which 
is quite plentiful in tho gravel, etc. Tlio 
cut contains 65,000 cubic yards. 

One of tho National patent drills coin- 
menced working to-day, at No. 1 tunnel, 
eastheador; tho steam is carried about 100 
feet ; water pumped up from tho river to 
a height of 300 feet. Drill worked as 
well as could bo expected at starting. It 
is intended to drill a score of holes at a 
time and 'lot her off.' Last'.Saturday, a 
bl.-ut was let off about>.75 yards from No. 
3 boarding house, biifc it knocked tho 
foundation from under tho kitchen, ad- 
joining the main building, and broke tho 
stove. Mr. Jno. J. McBride is now busy 
in looking after tho railway company's 
alFnir.s bctwoen Y'^alo and Emory ; having 
caused holes to bo drilled at the Gordon 
Bluff ft charge of nearly 1,000 lbs of pow- 
der was arranged, the electric battery ap- 
plied and there might have boon aeon 
2,000 yards of rock rushing into tho 
'iioblo Fraser. ' A much larger shot will 
soon bo ready. Mr. McB. has purchased 
tho pleasant residence of B. Douglas, 
Esq., and is now basking in the shade of 
towering poplars, enjoying the fine plea- 
suro grounds and looking out upon some of 
tho grandest scenery in British Columbia. 
McBride Lodge is a favorite ri^sori at pre- 
sent, 

Mr, Cainbio and party aro now camped 
west of Yale, and have been busy this 
week at Emory and vicinity. Tho end of 
tho railway company contract is .about ono 
thousand feet west of Emory boundary 
line, after passing along^ what the map 
proaeuts as Front stroet. 

Water getting low ; both the Reliance 
and Western Slope had to fall back and 
increase steam' before ' ' climbing ' Emory 
Bar last trips — now very diflicult to pass. 
At Popcum tlio mill business is brisk. Fifty- 
six thousand feet for Y'alo Saturd.ay ,ind 
02,000 feet Monday; 500,000 feet in four 
months, mostly for Y.ale,

The first'regulat gun practice ol the Vic- 
tqrift/^illery corps since iti organ!

Terrific Ezplosion off Oallao. 



New York, Aug.. 3.— The Panama 
'5<a>" and -Hi?rfi?t2 of July 22(1 has a story 
of the loss of the Chilean transport Loa in 
Oallao bay. A Peruvian officer construct- 
ed a launch, put a torpedo into it, and 
over this ^placed S'f31p*'bqttpm resting on 
springSj'.kept down by- the weight of tho 
cargo, then loaded it with a very choice 
assortment of fruits, and towing it out 
toward tho blockailing squadron before 
daylight, set it adrift. All day it lioatod 
abput, i)ut towards ovening, fearing it 
would fall into neutral hands, a boat was 
sont out to bring it back. The Loa, see- 
ing a boat from shore makiiig towards a 
neutral vessel, caught sight of tho launch 
and turned toward it. Tho Loa lowered 
two boats, brought tho launch alonsido, 
and the discharging commenced. As the 
weight in the launch diminished, tho 
machinery in cqpnoption \yi|h,thq .torpedo 
was' set frco, aiid'in ti 'moment '"tliroo 
huficlrcd pounds of dynamite wore ex- 
ploded.- Tho Loa wa.H almost lifted out of 
the .-H-ater, and appeared enveloped in a 
mass of Qaino, which resolvod itsolf into 
dense clouds of smoke. When this clear- 
ed away tho vessel seemed not to havo 
sufiTered, but suddenly she went down by 
tho stern and disa]ipoaTod. Ships of war 
and non-combatants quickly lowered boats 
andpickedupabout fortymen struggling in 
the water, of whom, it is probable, many 
will die. At least one hundred and fifty 
men perished.
